Council recommends approval for shopping centre revamp 

CASTLE QUAY 
PLAN BACKED

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
extend Banbury's Castle 
Quay shopping centre 
should be approved, a coun¬ 
cil planning officer has said. 

Plans for a supermarket, cine¬ 
ma, restaurants and hotel have 
been backed by Cherwell 
District Council's Graham 
Wyatt. 

Councillors will be asked to 
make a decision at a meeting 
next Thursday. 

A 1,044-signature petition 
from users of the General Foods 
Sports and Social Club - to be 
demolished for public space - 
opposed the plans. 

The report said land rights 
were a "private matter" between 
Castle Quay owners Scottish 
Widows Group and the 
Spiceball Park Road club. 

Planning permission does not 
override this, he said, though 
Scottish Widows could ask the 
council to force the land sale. 

Some 80 letters opposed the 
plans, including from Thrupp 
Canal Cruising Club, as the 
Oxford Canal runs through the 
site. 

Secretary Sarah Chard said 
the scheme "further sidelines the 
canal and will increase its isola¬ 
tion from the town centre". 

Banbury Town Council 


objected as "land is part of the 
designated cultural quarter" and 
lorries could struggle to deliver 
to the supermarket. 

Banbury Civic Society chair¬ 
man Rob Kinchin-Smith said: "It 
will not benefit the historic town 
centre and will instead slowly 
drain what remaining life the 
town centre has into Scottish 
Widows' hands." 

The northern car park would 
be demolished but new parking 
would increase total spaces from 
465 to 640, with two new 
bridges over the Oxford and 
Cherwell canals. 


The supermarket - for which a 
retailer has not been announced 
- would go on the site of the for¬ 
mer Spiceball Leisure Centre, 
which closed in 2010. The cine¬ 
ma and restaurants would also 
go to the north. 

Mr Wyatt said the plan met 
the council's strategy "to 
strengthen the town centre retail 
base and enhance the leisure 
offer and the night-time econo¬ 
my" and gave the centre a major 
supermarket. 

And he said it would 
"increase leisure development 
within the town centre without 


impacting on its ability to draw 
future investment into it". 

The planning committee will 
be asked to make a decision at 
the council's offices in White 
Post Road, Bodicote, from 4pm. 
The public can attend. 

Scottish Widows and the own¬ 
ers of Banbury Cross Retail Park 
failed last month to stop an out- 
of-town retail park going ahead. 

The High Court upheld district 
council permission for 'Banbury 
Gateway', to include a Next and 
Marks & Spencer at Wildmere 
Industrial Estate, near junction 
11 of the M40. 


Losing battles to stop homes 


DEVELOPERS will find it 
easier to get controversial 
housing estates built in 
North Oxfordshire after 
council bosses lost an 
appeal over 85 homes, an 
MP has said. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry spoke after the 
Planning Inspectorate over¬ 
turned a decision by 


Cherwell District Council 
to reject plans for the 
homes, off Banbury Road, 
Deddington. 

Inspector Paul Crysell 
overturned the council's 
verdict because he said it 
had not finalised a so-called 
local plan for where other 
major estates should go. 

Conservative Sir Tony 


said: "It has been incredibly 
difficult defending situations 
on appeal where there has 
been neither an up-to-date 
local plan, nor a robust five 
year housing supply." 

He found the council was 
also not getting enough 
homes built at agreed loca¬ 
tions to meet demand for 
the next five years.

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Drink-driving arrests 


POLICE in the Thames 
Valley arrested 207 
motorists on suspicion of 
drink-driving from 
December 1-23. 

A total of 207 people were 
held in Oxfordshire, 
Buckinghamshire and 
Berkshire as part of a 
campaign by police. 

The ‘Is it worth the risk?’ 
campaign has seen 169 men 
and 38 women arrested. 

This represented a 10 per 
cent increase in arrests of 


men - up from 153 this time 
last year - and a 24 per cent 
decrease in arrests of 
women - down from 46 last 
year. 

In total, 114 of the 
arrested people have been 
charged, with 36 bailed and 
30 released with no further 
action. 

This year’s arrests show a 
four per cent increase on 
the 199 arrests made during 
a similar Christmas drink- 
drive clampdown in 2012.

Chief pledges 
cash to tackle 
winter crisis 


By Oliver Evans 


A HOSPITAL boss has apologised after 
figures showed A&E waiting targets 
had only been hit once since late 
October. 

Paul Brennan said extra cash was being 
put into tackling the problem as more 
people attended emergency departments 
during the winter months. 

A Government standard demands hospital 
authorities admit, transfer or discharge at 
least 95 per cent of all A&E attendees within 
four hours. 

But since October 21, this has only been 
hit once, in the week ending November 17, 
at Banbury's Horton General Hospital and 
the John Radcliffe in Oxford. 

Between October 21 and the week up to 
Friday, December 13, 1,405 visitors to A&E 
were not admitted within four hours. 

Mr Brennan, director of clinical services 
at Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust, 
said: "We are sorry when patients wait 
longer than the target time." 

But he added: "It is important to 
understand that patients would not 
necessarily have waited without being seen 
and would undergo assessment and 
diagnosis before being transferred when it is 
clinically appropriate to do so." 

Hospitals have struggled with a rise in 
demand - emergency in-patient admissions 
have risen ten per cent since 2009 - with 
bosses warning many could get help from 
other NHS services. 

Figures show only about a quarter of 
those who attend county A&E departments 
result in an emergency admission, which are 
prioritised by medics. 

Mr Brennan said: "While we have not 
quite achieved the target of 95 per cent in

every week, at least 90 per cent of patients 
arriving at our emergency departments are 
assessed, treated and either discharged 
home or admitted to a ward within four 
hours." 

The trust is measured quarterly and the 95 
per cent target was met in July to September. 
Overall, the figure is 94.2 per cent for 
October to December. 

Mr Brennan said the trust and social care 
organisations such as Oxfordshire County 
Council were "working hard to manage the 
ongoing pressures and to lessen the impact" 
on A&E. 

An extra £10.2m from the Government is 
going on extra staff, such as therapy support 
in A&E, he said, while 65 extra beds have 
been opened and funds are being used "to 
support people in their own home". 

He said: "It's vital that our emergency 
departments are able to concentrate on 
patients who are really unwell." 

Other services, including GPs and 
pharmacies, should be considered by 
residents, he said, 
particularly for existing 
health problems made 
worse in the cold. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry said he suspected 
people were going to 
A&E "when they think it 
may be difficult to 
contact their GP practice, 
or if they suspect they 
can't get a prompt 
appointment with their 
GP practice". 

Victoria Couling, Royal 
College of Nursing officer 
for Oxfordshire, said: 
"Emergency departments 
need the resources and 
staff to deal with a high 
level of demand all year 
round, but it is 
particularly important 
that winter pressures do 
not tip hospitals over the 
edge."

Scrap man 
walks free 
from court 


A SCRAP metal yard worker has 
been found not guilty of accepting 
"suspicious" cables from 
undercover police officers posing 
as thieves. 

Tommy Smith, of Bloxham Road, 
Bloxham, was cleared of one count of 
attempting to conceal, convert or 
disguise criminal property on March 29 
last year. 

The prosecution alleged that Mr 
Smith accepted metal from two 
undercover officers, codenamed Andy 
and Kinger, who pretended to have 
recently stolen it.

On December 20 Jonathan Stone,

Pringle that the Crown Prosecution 
Service would not be seeking a retrial. 

Mr Stone said: "The crown has 
determined that there is no longer a 
realistic possibility of a conviction and, 
in any case, pressing ahead with the 
prosecution would not be in the public 
interest." 

Judge Pringle replied: "That is a 
course which I agree with. I think it is a 
sound judgement. I formally enter a not 
guilty verdict in this case." 

Tommy Smith now faces three other 
allegations relating to a shotgun, a 
pepper spray and a stun gun allegedly 
found when the police raided Smiths of 
Bloxham, in Milton near Banbury. 

The charges are possessing a shotgun 
without a licence and two counts of 
possessing a banned weapon. 

He has not yet entered a plea and 
was released by the court on 
unconditional bail.

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■ Deputy Prime Minister announces extra funding for two-year-olds 


£5.5m boost for childcare 


MORE two-year-olds will be entitled to free 
childcare as the Government gives more 
than £5.5m to Oxfordshire parents. 

It will mean just under 2,000 two-year-olds in 
the county - 40 per cent - will be entitled to 15 
hours of free childcare a week from next 
September. 

Until now only parents of two-year-olds getting 
benefits because they are on a low income, or 
receiving certain benefits, 
qualified for the free childcare. 

But now the categories of those 
entitled to the childcare funding 
have been extended. 

The change is part of £755m 
of funding across the UK 
announced by Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Clegg. In total 
Oxfordshire will receive 
£5,652,580. 

Currently, 1,1 60 two-year- 
olds are entitled to the scheme. 

While the move has been 
welcomed by childcare 
providers and parents, there are 
concerns about whether all 
nurseries are suited to look after 
two-year-olds. 

Mother Sarah Barrett was 
concerned parents who actually 
need free childcare would not 
be entitled under the scheme. 

Ms Barrett, who has a three- 
year-old daughter, Erin, said:

"When my daughter was that age, I would have 
really needed that. 

"My concern is about who gets the priority for 
this. Will it actually be the people who really 
need it? Those parents who have to work, like I 
did. 


"If it is people who are at home and could look 
after their two-year-old, then I don't really agree 
with that. 

"But it is good that children will be educated 
from an earlier age." 

Anna Thorne, manager of an Oxfordshire family 
centre, said: "This has been the plan for a while 
now. 

"We provide places for funded two-year-olds 


and we will develop the provision to be able to 
take more two-year-olds. 

"It can be a really great thing, but there are 
issues around it. It is really important the 
provision is going to be homely, loving and 
caring, because they are two-year-olds and it can 
be very different. 

"When you have working parents they will 
need childcare, but only so long as the provision 
that is taking the funded places 
is able to do so at a high 
enough standard. 

"There needs to be plenty of 
staff who are suitably qualified 
as well as making sure there are 
lots of stimuli for the children. 

"There is a concern that the 
local authority is cutting funding 
for early years support and 
without that it could make this 
job much harder." 

Mr Clegg said: "Parents, local 
authorities, nurseries and 
childminders should take up the 
offer their children are entitled 
to, make sure that places are 
available and expand local 
childcare provision. 

"Every child deserves to have 
the best start in life, regardless 
of their background, financial 
situation or family set-up, and 
this funding will help even more 
children and families get on in 
life."

MEP issues warning 
over gas 'fracking' 


LICENCES to drill for shale 
gas using the controversial 
"fracking" technique will be 
made available in 
Oxfordshire. 

Fracking, in which water is 
blasted underground to release 
gas, could lead to an energy 
boom for those who use it. 

And its supporters say it is 
making countries such as 
America self-sufficient in energy 
supply. 

But opponents say it 
causes pollution, could scar the 
countryside and could trigger 
earthquakes. Attempts to 
introduce it in the UK so far have 
seen large-scale protests. 

Now, though, the county has 
been included on a Government 
map of areas under consideration 
for the next licensing round for 
fracking, which will take place in 
mid-2014. 

A 347 sq mile area in the north 
of Oxfordshire has been 
identified as a possible source of 
shale gas. 

Environmentalists fear what

will happen next - although 
officials and developers say 
nothing is yet planned. 

Green MEP for the South East 
Keith Taylor has been a vocal 
opponent of fracking. 

He said: "Of course the 
Government is keen to impress 
upon people the potential 
financial benefits of allowing 
shale gas extraction near their 
homes. 

"But in reality, many people 


will be unwilling to accept air 
pollution, noisy trucks, gas 
flaring and potential water 
contamination in exchange for 
the Government's bribe. 

"The Government is ramping 
up its pro-fracking rhetoric ahead 
of issuing the next round of 
drilling licences but campaigners 
and concerned residents won't be 
tricked into believing the hype." 

Oxfordshire is part of more 
than 40 per cent of Britain that 
will now be open to fracking by 
developers, far more than the 
seven per cent now available. 


In its strategic environmental 
assessment, the Government says 
fracking could create thousands 
of jobs and plough almost £1 bn 
back to local communities. 

A road map issued by the 
Government sets out the series of 
permits and permissions 
developers need to get before 
drilling for onshore oil and gas. 

Energy Minister Michael Fallon 
said: "There could be large 
amounts of shale gas available in 
the UK, but we won't know for 
sure the scale of this prize until 
further exploration takes place. 

"It is an exciting prospect, 
which could bring growth, jobs 
and energy security." 

Shale gas company Cuadrilla, 
which has carried out fracking in 
Lancashire and West Sussex, said 
it had no plans to frack in 
Oxfordshire. 

Oxfordshire County Council, 
the local authority which deals 
with the extraction of minerals, 
said it had held no discussions 
with any companies about 
fracking. 


JUST HOW 'FRACKING' WORKS 


• Water, sand and chemicals 
are pumped at high pressure 
into underground rock. 

• The aim is to fracture it and 
release trapped gas. 

• The technique is being 
used increasingly across the 
world to tap into previously 
untouched gas reserves. 


• With energy prices high for 
countries that have to import 
gas to keep us warm, fracking 
has obvious attractions. 

• And as energy stocks 
diminish - gas and oil will not 
last forever - developers are 
looking for ways to access all 
reserves that still remain.

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■ Thames Valley Police to reduce cash contribution as it tries to squeeze budget 


Axe to fall on 
CCTV funding 


POLICE are to pull the plug on nearly 50 
per cent of their CCTV funding - potentially 
forcing local councils to cover the cost. 

Thames Valley Police is planning to withdraw 
£300,000 from funding for the region's camera 
network - that is 44 per cent of its £675,614 
annual contribution. 

Its current £329,440 budget in Oxfordshire will 
fall significantly as a result. 

Local councils, which currently contribute the 
same £329,440 sum to the overall pot, could be 
forced to pay more, or let the scheme survive on 
less money. 

The proposal has triggered a review of the 
system, which could mean job losses if county 
monitoring stations move under one roof with the 
help of newer wireless technology. 

Oxfordshire's 268 cameras are currently 
monitored by more than 20 staff in police stations 
in Banbury, Oxford, Abingdon and Witney. 

One senior figure on the Oxfordshire Safer 
Communities Partnership (OSCP), which is made 
up of council representatives and the emergency 
services, has raised concerns. 

Chairman Bill Service said: "The question for 
me is whether the funding lost should be picked 
up at a district level. 

"It is hugely important we have CCTV in order 
for people in their local communities to feel safe.

"I have reservations but we will have to wait 
and see what happens. Technology is moving on 
swiftly." 

He said the move could mean losing staff who 
may no longer be needed, adding: "It's one option 
and I should imagine they would be foolish not to 
look at it. 

"I can eventually see all the emergency services 
for each area coming under one roof." 

The plan is to cut £100,000 from the 2015/1 6 
police budget and then £200,000 the following 
year. Overall, more than £3m is put into CCTV in 
the Thames Valley region every year. 

Rod Matheson, Thames Valley Police Unison 
branch secretary, said police staff jobs could be 
transferred to councils or even lost as part of the 
changes. 

He said: "I suspect with that sort of change there 
would be the inevitable cuts to slim it down." 

Bill Oddy, head of community services at West 
Oxfordshire District Council, said he did not think 
the number of cameras would fall - but the 
number of monitoring centres could. 

He said any new system would be more 
efficient, adding: "Technology should help achieve 
that."

All is not lost, as tense 
thriller may win award 


ALL IS LOST (12A, 106 mins) 
Thriller/Action. Robert Redford. 
Director: JC Chandor. 

B ona fide movie stars are a rare 
commodity in Hollywood, but 
Robert Redford has been 
burning bright for more than 50 
years in iconic films including 
Barefoot In The ParkButch Cassidy 
And The Sundance Kid , The Sting , 
All The President's Men , Out Of 
Africa. 

Looking back over those 
performances, it's hard to believe 
the Californian-born actor has never 
been feted at the Academy Awards. 

Admittedly, Redford collected a 
statuette as Best Director of 
Ordinary People , but when it comes 
to his work in front of the camera, 
plaudits have been scarce. 

All Is Lost might be the film to 
right that wrong. 

Written and directed by JC 
Chandor, whose debut Margin Call 
was a tautly-paced drama set on the 
floor of a Wall Street investment 
bank, this lean, nail-biting thriller 
required the 76-year-old actor to 
perform many of his own stunts. 

He is in almost every single 
frame and, apart from a couple of 
lines spoken into a yacht's 
malfunctioning radio, Redford has 
to convey his stricken character's 
inner turmoil without uttering a 
word. 

The film opens on a July 13, 
approximately 1,700 nautical miles 


from the Sumatra Straits, with an 
unnamed sailor (Redford) preparing 
to surrender his soul to the sea. 

"I fought to the end," he whispers 
in voiceover, "I'm not sure what 
that's worth, but know that I did..." 

We glide back in time eight days 
to find the same sailor midway 
through a voyage across the Indian 
Ocean. 

His 39-foot yacht collides with a 
wayward metal container, which 
has been shed from a cargo vessel. 
The yacht's hull is breached but the 
captain patches up his craft and 
continues his Journey. 

Mother Nature is cruel though, 
and throws up a storm that batters 
the boat and leaves the sailor with 
dwindling food and water supplies. 
As sharks circle the stricken vessel, 
the sailor must use celestial 
navigation to chart a course back to 
humanity via the nearby shipping 
lanes. 

All Is Lost touches on similar 
themes to Alfonso Cuaron's 
blockbuster Gravity - solitude, 
mortality, the indomitability of the 
human spirit - albeit without the 
whizz-bang digital effects. 

Redford delivers a mesmerising 
solo performance. 

Every emotion is etched on his 
face and at every heartbreaking 
turn, we understand the churn of 
emotions beneath his wind-battered 
surface. 

Chandor orchestrates action 
sequences with aplomb, contrasting
